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RUBBEK TIRES BILL 
Tho jio-called rubber tires bill, Introduced 
by Senator Elleiidor of Louisiana on behalf 
., of himself and six other solons, is not very 

- ■dramntlc in Its humdrum legal phraseology, 
but It Is well worth readlnE beyond lis In- 

■ nocuous formal description as "A bill to pro- 
' vide for the etfcctlvo inspection, conservation. 
;..iind distribution of motor-vehicle tires, and 
'■ for other purposes." 

■■ That blU-drattlnB bromide "and for other 
purposes" usually Is just an insurance clause, 
'to.make ccrtaln-that slovenly titling shall not 
■ defeat the legislative Intent. \ In this case. 

- however, It Is the heart, soul and body of the 
bill. 

The "other Tiurpose"— actually, the sole 
purpose for which the bill was dratted— Is to 

/ drlvo-all tire manufacturers, gasoline refiners, 
automobile makers and chain stores out of 
tho tire selling and repairing business, under 

, penalty of 35,000 fine, a year In prison, or 

■ both. 

The bin would direct the rubber admlnla- 

■ trator to provide that periodical Inspcctlona 
of tires shall be made "only by Independent 
tire dealers"; that new, rebuilt, retreodcd 
and recapped tires, and all casings and tubes 

-- and camclback for recapping and retrcadlnfu, 
can be sold and delivered "only by anrf^ 
'.■^-through Independent tire dealers." 
. " . The rubber director is directed ta buy or 
...requisition all repair, recapping and retread- 
-* Ing equipment he finds in the shop of any- 
'■' bodi' who Is not an "Independent tire dealer" 
,;'.U, In his opinion. It Is not needed to servo the 
"^"'area In whlcli lt la" located. 

■.The blllideflnes "Independent tire dealer" 
"with meticulous care, by Inclusion and by 
exclusion so that there can be no mlsunder- 

"storidine.— — ■- 

The term applies only to dealers aubatan- 
tlally all of whoso business consists of selling 
or servicing "but not manufacturing" tires, 
automobiles or automotive equipment. BOlllng 
gasoline and oil, or repairing, recapping or 
retreading tires. 

This' would specifically bar stores owned 
by tire manufacturers or oil companies or 
automotive -manufacturers. It would bar 
pfl'fiin stores except those confined to auto- 
-motlvc business. 

', It would bar scores of thousands of country 
stores with gasoline pumps and tire scrvleo 
sidelines, which are the only agcncleravatl- 
ablo to perhaps millions who live In rural 
qreaa. 

The only exception made Is in the case of 
mail order retailers and farm' co-operatlvea 
■ which were in the business before June 1, 

im. 

The bill Is, of course, the newest version 
of the drive against chain stores, and must 
stand or fall on that basis. Its sponsors In- 
clude," besides Senator EUendcr;— Senators 
Capper of 'Kansas, Maloney of Connecticut, 
Mead of New York, Murray of Montana, 
Stewart of Tennessee and Taft of Ohio.

Many children fatri 
suffer tho effects 
of poison Ivy every year. It I.1 no 
little suffering. The llchlng burn- 
ing sorenesses, the- swelling. c:.,!.ho 
closed eyes, the fever, are a mean 
and painful trial, nil the worse be- 
cause so unncce.viary. A bit of 
core on the landowners' part, a bit 
of caution on the children's side- 
would prevent this mi.'ery and this 
waste ot tline and htallh. 

Must nntroT Itooli 

Poison Ivy is toush. Cutting off 
Its head only encournsps It to grow 
three heads more and to return tho 
following year In srenler strcnEth. 
The only way to kill it Is to des- 
troy Its roots. That puis tlie work- 
er In danger of an attack. There Is 
a chemical now on tho market tliat 
works well. We ujcd It last year 
and rid a good apace In the orchard 
of the pest. A few bits arc showInK 
tlila year and another dose of tlio 
Icr will actdc them. Burntns 
(Inea. after culling them down, 
affected -one-workciuo severely that 
he was bedridden. He stood in tho 
way ot the amoke. The chemical 
treatment did no damage lo any- 
thing or anybody but tho poison 
Ivy. Even If It had bumtd the grnsa 
beyond help It would have.becn^ 
worth It. We can alwaya plant grnss. 
But tha grass came riEhi baclc 
without the Ivy. 

When children are laing lo piny 
In the [lelda, caution them about 
the Ivy. Teach them to lather them- 
selves, and legi and amx and faces, 
all expcued places, with brown eoap 
and hot, water. Let ihe Ulher dry 
on UiB skin. When they return to 
the house they waih thoroughly, 
three or tour good washes, with 'hot 
water. That is the best preventive 
and the beat cure wa have found 
tor the aiffllctlan. 

Don't Scratch Inter I Ion 
Teach tho children not to scratch, 
eipeclally not to icratdi biles ot 
InaecU. A combination of mosquito 
bite and poison Iry U somathlns 
that call! for the prompt ottentlon 
ot the experienced physician. 
Scratching poison Ivy U painful; It 
ipreodi the trouble; it Increases Uio 
danger of Inlcctlon. Scratching is 
tha lureat way ot making this bad 
matter worse. 

Warn children never to >lt on tho 
srau or on a wall without first 
looking for poisoii Ivy. There have 
been caaei of ievenJiifectlon caused 
by sitting on a bed\ol poUon Ivy. 
Boyi are heedleu'abaol tuch things 
and pay dearly for uiyj^eglect In 
this direction. - 
-Prevention Is betltr than cure, a 
warning in time tnay rave mueh 
erief. now that poison Ivy lima ta 
near at hand and the lovely out- 
door days are with Ml. Lay In n 
cvkt of brown laundiy soap and 
warn the children. .
